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HOOVER SENTIMENT 
GROWS IN SOUTHERN 
SEGTION OF INDIANA 


Watson Is Not Regarded 
as Real Candidate 
for Presidency. 


DEMOCRATS SEEM 
UNITED ON SMITH 


Some Republican Farmers for 
Lowden and Dawes, Who 
Are Out of Primaries.

Jeffersonville, Ind. March 18.—A 
survey of the situation here in south- 
ern .Indiana shows that Secretary 
of Commerce Herbert. Hoover is gain- 
ing in river cities like New Albany 
and Jeffersonville, and making particu- 
lar headway in Clark and Floyd coun- 
ties in the Third District. It is now 
freely predicted that the Secretary will 
give Watson a real battle in the Third 
and Fourth districts, across from the 
Kentucky border, provided the Hoover 
organization, which is being created, 
can function with half the efficiency of 
the Watson machine. 

From the Democratic angle, southern 
Indiana is becomifig more and more 
saturated with sentiment for Gov. 
Smith. The Third and Fourth districts 
are strongholds of Democracy, though 
the Republicans put up a stiff fight 
when conditions are favorable. 

Investigation in the river cities sug- 
gests two chief reasons for the increase 
in Hoover sentiment. First is the in- 
fluence which Hoover sentiment in 
Kentucky is having on Republicans in 
the Hoosier State, just across the Ohio 
River. Louisville, for example, is all 
for Hoover, and the sentiment ema- 
nating from that city seems to be con- 
tagious, for New Albany and Jefferson- 
ville Republicans seem to relay the 
sentiment northward. The Louisville 
Courier Journal is strong for Hoover, 
and this paper has wide circulation in 
southern Indiana. 

The second reason 


for Hoover's 


brighter outlook in these parts is the} 


fact that Watson is not regarded as a 
real candidate for the Presidency. If 
the senator were to make a ringing 
atatement to the effect that he is out 
for the nomination for himself, and has 
no other motive, the situation admit- 
tedly might be different. 


Not Candidate, Is Belief. 


But virtually every Republican 1 
have talked to, whether he is going to 
vote for Watson or not, Says that Wat- 
son is not regarded as a bona fide can- 
didate, and that it is therefore difficult 
to rally support around his banner 

If either Dawes or Lowden were run- 
ning in the primary they would get 
many Republican votes in this region, 
but Republicans who would have sup- 
ported them are aparently not willing 
to vote against Hoover simly because 
they can not vote for Lowden or 
Dawes. 

They want to vote for a Republican 
eacdidate for the nomination, and 
many of them say frankly that they do 
not want to vote against a Republican 
candidate. And so long as Watson is 
not regarded as a bona fide candidate, 
Hoover is the only Republican candi- 
date to vote for or against in the com- 
ing primaries, they say. 

These are agricultural districts and 
the farmers are against the administra- 
tion and not friendly to Hoover as a 
consequence. They would like to vote 
for Lowden or Dawes, and Watson will 
undoubtedly reap a harvest in the rural 
districts. 

But there is a question as to how 
much of a harvest it will be. Both the 
third and fourth are Democratic dis- 
tricts and many of the discontented 
farmers are going to vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket as a means of registering 
their protests. 

Republican Farmers Divided. 


Then, too, the Republican farmers 
who are going to remain Republican 
$n these districts are not going to 
vote as a unit, but will be divided 
into Watson and Hoover Republicans 
with the former having the biggest 
share of this vote, but with an ele- 
ment of uncertainty as to how much 
this will count. 

At the last election here in Clark 
County. the Democrats swept every- 
thing with the Republicans electing 
only one officer, a woman county 
treasurer, who won by 11 votes. 

Thomas L. Stoner, Democratic chair- 
man of the county committee, said 
today that the farmers of the county 
will vote overwhelmingly Democratic. 
The same situation will prevail in ad- 
joining counties, he added. 

From all reports reaching Stoner, the 
Democrats in the river cities and in 
the southern part of the State are ex- 
pecting Smith to be nominated and to 
lead them to victory in November. 

The sentiment in Clark County is 
all Smith, he says, adding that no ef- 
forts have ‘yet been made to translate 


the party machinery. Stoner says he 
is naturally making no effort to shape 


_ party sentiment for one candidate or 
another, but simply finds that Smith 


sentiment is ‘shaping itself. -

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Ol Executed by Huang Fu 
kor Outrages at Nanking 


Chinese Nationalist Minister of Foreign Affairs Will 
Also Make Reparation for American Losses in 


' 


Capture of City by Gen. Chang’s Troops. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghal, March 18.—Huang Fu, min- 
ister of foreign affairs of the Nationalist 
government, has announced that 51 
Chinese soldiers, subordinate officers 
and “local Nanking desperadoes” who 
were responsible for the perpetration of 
the Nanking outrages last spring have 
been executed upon orders of the Na- 
tlonalist government. 

Warrants have been issued for the 
arrest and punishment of Lin Chu-Han, 
who was director of the political de- 
partment of the Nationalist army which 
captured Nanking. He is said to have 
been directly responsible for the per- 
petration of the attacks upon foreign- 
ers. These attacks resulted in the mur- 
der of seven foreigners of American, 
British, Japanese, French and Italian 
nationalities. The American was Dr. 
John E. Williams, vice president of 
Nanking University. 

The action of the Nationalist govern- 
ment in executing those responsible for 
the perpetration of the Nanking Inci- 
dent clears the boards for the break- 
ing of the diplomatic impasse which 


has existed between the Nationalist 
government and powers for more than 
a year. 

The Nationalist foreign minister to- 
day said the Nationalist government is 
anxious to make reparations for the 
losses suffered by the foreigners as a 
result of the Nanking affair. Questions 
now are being discussed with Sir Miles 
Lampson, British Minister, for the pur- 
pose of establishing a precedent by 
which the American, Japanese, French 
and Italian claims also can be settled. 

The powers have intimated they will 
not insist on the punishment of Gen. 
Chang Chien, who commanded the Na- 
tionalist army which captured Nan- 
king. It has been established that 
Gen. Chang Chien was not. personally 
responsible. The plot was hatched by 
subordinates affiliated with the Com- 
munist party without the knowledge of 
Gen. Chang, who now is chief military 
com: ander of Hunan Province. 

Huang Fu said he was not yet in- 
formed regarding the total amount of 
the property loss, but stated the Amer-

Machine Drops in Yard at 
Wilmington, Calif., Among 
Group at Play. 


WING COLLAPSES ON HIGH 


Wilmington, Calif., March 18 (A.P.). 
Three civilian aviators were killed and 
two children were injured here today 
when the wing of an airplane collapsed 
and sent the machine hurtling 2,300 
feet to the ground, crashing in the 
front yard of a home where a half dozen 
children were at play. 

The children ran for safety as the 
plane came down toward them. 

One 14-year-old boy was knocked un- 
conscious, and an apron was torn from 
a 4-year-old girl by a piece of the fall- 
ing plane. 

Th dead were: 

Jack Martin, 24, of Los Angeles, pilot. 
William H. Hulbert, of Los Angeles, pas- 
senger. 

Leonard T. English, of Huntington 
Park, Calif., passenger. 

The plane had taken off from the 
Burditt Airport, Los Angeles, about half 
an hour before it crashed. Witnesses 
saw the plane flying in a northwest 
direction over Wilmington. 

As it reached a point near the center 
of the city, the right wing of the ma- 
chine was seen to give way suddenly. 
and the plane went into a nose dive. 

Jacinto Zamudio, 14, the boy knocked 
unconscious when the plane crashed in 

1.» yard of the home, was revived soon 
afterward. 

The plane was smashed to bits, and 
the pilot and his two passengers were 
dead when extricated from the wreck- 
age.

PRISONER'S FRIEND 
SHOOTS POLICEMAN 


G. W. Embrey Wounded After 
He Makes Arrest at Canal

Opening fire upon two Potomac, Va., 
policemen last night after his com- 
panion had been arrested, an infuriated 
negro resident of Canal Hill, near Alex- 
andria, wounded George W. Embrey, 31 
years old, who was sitting in a parked 
automobile with his prisoner at the 
time of the attack. Embrey, with a 
charge of small shot lodged in his head 
and face, was taken to Alexandria Hos- 
pital by W. B. Wright, with whom he 
was making the arrest at the time of 
the shooting. The prisoner escaped dur- 
ing the excitement. : 

Police are seeking John Simmons, “ol- 
ored, 24, in front of whose house the 
shooting occurred. When a party was 
organized to search the house it was 
found unoccupied. Town Sergt. A. F. 
Driscoll immediately announced that a 
reward of $100 would be paid for the 
capture of Embrey’s assailant. 

Wright and Embrey had made the ar- 


rest and were preparing to return to 
Potomac police headquarters.with their 
prisoner when the door of the house 
suddenly opened and a man fired, using 
a pistol loaded with birdshot.. Embrey 
will recover, according to Alexandria 
Hospital physicians.

He was born in Posen, Poland, in 1867, 
and was brought to the United States 
in 1871 by his father, who had been 
a minor government official in Poland 
Mr. Smulski worked his way through 
St. Jerome’s College, at Kitchener, On- 
tario. He then came to Chicago and 
was admitted to the bar in 1890. From

DELAY OF EXECUTION 
NOW CALLED LIKELY 


Feminine Prisoner’s Retrial 
Will Be Requested; Her 
Release Demanded.

Montreal Quebec, March 18.—Driven 
by the love that bound them together 
in robbery and murder, George C. Mc- 
Donald called police officials to his cell 
in Bordeaux prison tonight and made a 
statement which absolves his con- 
demned American common-law wife, 
Doris Palmer, of complicity in the slay- 
ing of Adelard Bouchard, Lachine, Que- 
bec, taxi driver, last summer. 

The dying gesture that Judd Gray 
might have made to save Ruth Snyder 
from her fate in the electric chair was 
nonchalantly registered by McDonald in 
the p esence of Napoleon Seguin, gov- 
ernor of the prison; Daniel Lorraine, 
chief of police of Quebec province, and 
his attorneys, Wolfgang Cribari and J. 
A. Le Gault. 

“I am ready to die,” McDonald said 
in unfaltering tones as the four men 
crowded into his narrow cell, “ana I 
want to tell the truth.” 

He was given pencil and paper, and 
he sat down, and with a steady, sure- 
handed stroke, wrote: 

“To whom it may concern 

“This is to certify that my wife, 
Doris McDonald, now in jail in Mont- 
real, Province of Quebec, !s innocent of 
the murder of A. Bouchard. 1! swear 
to this by my God in Heaven. She had 
not one thing to do in the murder nor 
helped in any way, and the Denver con- 
fession is untrue. 

(Signed) “GEORGE C. M’'DONALD.” 

May Delay Execution. 

Thus the gallows in Valleyfield 
Prison, due to be adorned next Friday 
morning with the bodies of these two, 
may.stand gaunt and bare for a time 
longer, for legal authorities believe the 
statement will result in a new trial for 
the woman.

Resident, 74 74 Years Old, 
Dies of Heart Attack 
in Shoveling Snow. 


WOMAN BADLY HURT

Deep Snow Falls in New York 
State; Albany Reporting - 
Seventeen Judges. 


Sweeping furiously over several 
Eastern States, a northeast storm of 
rain, sleet and snow struck Washing- 
ton early yesterday morning resulting 
in the death of one person and in in- 
juries to four others.

While cleaning the snow from the 
sidewalk in front of his home, Brown 
fell unconscious. Neighbors summoned 
medical aid and Dr. W. J. Ballard, of 
the Casualty Hospital staff. responded 
with an ambulance. He pronounced Mr. 
Brown dead upon arrival 
Attack Fatal. 


Dr. J. Ramsay Nevitt, coroner, after 
an investigation, agreed with Dr. Ballard 
that the death was the result of a 
heart attack, which was superinduced 
by the labor of shoveling the snow.

WIFE OF JAIL AGENT 


Texas Woman Saves Hus- 
band’s Life for the Second 
Time in a Few Months. 


Del Rio, Tex... March 18 (A.P.).—For 
the second time within a few months, 
R. 8S. Cloud, State Penitentiary agent, 
owes his life to his wife, who quelled 
a shipment of prisoners after one de- 
tachment of them had disarmed her 
husband. On the previous occasion 
she beat off a group of desperate pris- 
oners after they had chained and 
wounded Cloud. 

The latest incident in which Mrs 
Cioud came to her husband's rescue 
occurred Friday in the sparsely settled 
Big Bend region, and became known 
when the Clouds and thelr prisoncrs 
arrived here. The caravan was com- 
posed of three vehicles. A truck carry- 
ing a cage containing fourteen prison- 
ers was in the lead. Next came Mrs 
Cloud in a small car with three pris- 
oners. Bringing up the rear in an- 
other car came her husband with four 
prisoners. 

As the party was passing near Marfa 
the four men in the car with Cloud 
overpowered him. took his pistol, and 
attempted to shoot him. Finding the 
weapon was uiloaded, they beat him 
on the head with it. Mrs. Cloud heard 
the commotion, and, without waiting 
until her machine had stopped, leaped 
out, spraining her ankle, but managing 
to open fire 

One prisoner was slightly wounded 
and one escaped in the confusion. He 
has not been recaptured. The other 
prisoners were quickly subdued.

Rome, March 18 (A.P.).—The cam- 
paign of Gov. Smith of New York for 
the Presidency of the United States 
does not interest the Vatican, Cardinal 
Mundelein, of Chicago, said tonight in 
the first interview he has accorded to 
American newspaper correspondents 
Since his arrival here. 

“During my whole week’s stay in 
Rome the subject was not broached 
once to or by me in either of my two 


audiences with the Pope or any of mv 
other talks with highly placed prelates,” 
“They really 
are not interested.” 

Cardinal Mundelein explained the 
American presidential campaign is “too 
far away and the issucs are too in- 
volved.” 

“Anyway, they know that if a Cath- 
olic were elected President it would not 
change things one particle,” he. said, 
and added: 

“The Catholic Church in America 
contends with no oppressive legislation, 
has no political ax to grind and lives 
and thrives under the existing form of 
government. Therefore, there is no 
reason whatever for it to take a partl- 
san stand.” 


Mexican Question Not Discussed. 


The American prelate also said the 
Mexican situation was not brought up 
by the Pope or any others with whom 
he has had audiences here. 

‘I think that condition must be 
cleared up before long,” he said. “All 
Americans have an interest in it, aside 
from any question of investments. At 
any rate, I have great faith In Ambassa- 
dor Marrow. I think he will prove 
better influence in Mexico than 
thing else there.”

TO TIE AMERICA’S HANDS. 


The Burton resolution for the pro- 
hibition of the export of munitions to 
belligerents is a mischievous and blun- 
dering proposal that should be killed by 
Congress. 

On its face the resolution is a humane 
expression, signifying the wish of the 
United States to avoid becoming a party 
to human slaughter by furnishing the 
weapons. In its effects the resolution 
might commit the United States to 
breaches of neutrality that would drag 
it into war. It would also prevent the 
United States from choosing between 
friends and enemies, and thus promote 
the success of criminal wars. 

If Mr. Burton offered this resolution 
solely from impulses of humanity, with- 
out knowing the damage that might er- 
sue, he should study his subject more 
thoroughly. If he offered it as a means 
of enabling the League of Nations to 
prevent the United States from exercis- 
ing its rights as a neutral, his action is 
unpatriotic. 

At present, if the powers controlling 
the League of Nations should get into a 
quarrel with another nation and attempt 
to boycott it, the United States is free 
to follow its own course in harmony with 
its interests. It is not bound to boycott 
any nation in case that nation should 
run afoul of the clique of powers that 
control the league. Italy is defiant of 
the league in the matter of minorities 
in former Austrian territory, and it is 
conceivable that the league might bring 
pressjire to bear, even to the extent of 
boycotting Italy. The United States can 
not be made a party to such proceedings. 
Its trade with Italy would go forward 
without. interruption unless the league 
powers should make the fatal mistake of 
interfering with it. But with the Burton 
resolution in effect, the United States 
would be bound to withhold munition 
exports to Italy as well as to other 
belligerents. : 

It would be most unwise for the United 
States to tie its hands by adopting the 
Burton resolution. The power to pro- 
hibit exports of munitions involves po- 
litical considerations which can not be 
determined in advance. The United 
States should reserve the right to pick 
and choose its friends and enemies ac- 
cording to the manner in which they be- 
have. The Burton resolution would 
commit the United States to a policy 
that would treat all belligerents alike, 
whether criminally aggressive or patri- 
otically defensive. That is not common 
sense. If the Burton resolutidn had been 
in effect fourteen years ago the allied 
powers would have been deprived of the 
materials that enabled them to with- 
stand the onslaught upon them. The 
United States would have been to all 
intents and purposes an ally of Germany 
and an enemy of France, Great Britain, 
Belgium, Italy and Russia. Through its 
breach of neutrality the United States 
would have made victory by Germany a 
certainty. 

Half-baked sentimentalism works for 
war and not for peace when it attempts 
to tie the hands of the United States. 
This Nation should be free from all com- 
mitments, at liberty to deal decisive 
blows for humanity when the time comes. 


No one can foresee how the next War 


will develop, or who will start it. No 
_- general rule should be laid down which 
' would bind the United States. If peace 
' lovers wish to promote peace let them 
join in making the United States strong, 


' so that its decision, when it comes, will 


have the force and effect of fate itself. °

COAL CONFERENCES. 


Once more the suggestion has been made 
that the conflicting interests in the coal indus- 
try get together “around the table.” This 
time it is proposed that such a conference 
should attempt to reach an agreement as a 
basis for Federal legislation. The proposal 
was made before the Senate interstate com- 
merce committee by John H. Jones, an inde- 
pendent coal operator, and accepted condi- 
tionally by John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, 

Such a conference would have some chance 
of success if those who attended it could for- 
get even one-half of the bitterness in which the 
coal industry has been enveloped. In the 
last decade there have been innumerable con- 
ferences “between the miners and operators. 
Almost invariably they have begun in ill feel- 
ing. They have progressed from deadlock to 
deadlock, and have never resulted in more 
than a temporary truce. 

What the coal industry needs now is a 
conference without conditions. The warring 
elements must begin as if they had assembled 
to discuss an entirely new problem. The 
ancient formulas which mean so much to both 
sides must be discarded. None of them has 
created anything but hate and warfare. 
all very well to get “around the table,” but 
what can be accomplished When each man 
knows what the other will say, and that noth- 
ing that may be said will change a single con- 
trary opinion? If the coal industry can start 
over and build up from the fundamentals, 
which have long since been forgotten, a “‘con- 
ference” may produce results. If it can not, 
such a meeting is likely only to prolong the 
struggle. 


A MODERN PORTIA. 


John Yokubones, of Muskegon, aged 16, 
while driving his automobile hit Floyd Torrey, 
fatally injuring him.

The verdict is not one for which there can 
be found a precedent in law, but it has much 
to recommend it. Yokubones, although young, 
is working. He can afford to pay the money,

improve him, Five years in the penitentiary 
or a reform school would not have helped him 
or the Torrey children. This is not a case 
where maudlin sentimentality has overcome 
common sense. Even when Yokubones can 
drive a car again, he is not: likely to forget 
the lesson that is now being taught him. The 
children of the man for whose death he was 
responsible will have gained a friend and pro- 
tector. 

After all, it may be wrong to say that there 
is no precedent for Judge Thompson's ruling.

TAPPING THE OLD GRADS, 


The action of the North Central Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools in expelling 
the University of West Virginia from member- 
ship because of alumni proselyting opens a 
question that is a good deal wider than the 
single instance immediately involved. There 
are not many colleges and universities free 
from a similar charge, and an attempt to draw 
the line between the sheep and the goats is 
likely to prove exceedingly difficult. 

The problem of alumni proselyting is no 
doubt a serious one. There are and probably 
will continue to be a goodly number of gradu- 
ates who look to their alma mater for success 
on the athletic field. Their pride in the insti- 
tution which they attended is in exact ratio to 
the football, baseball, basketball and ‘track 
achievements of the undergraduate body. A 
man who will hesitate to subscribe to a fund 
for increased laboratory facilities will start a 
subscription list to obtain a better coach for 
dear old Siwash, or to establish scholarships 
so drawn that athletic skill alone can win them. 

Faced with such a situation what is a college 
to do? The aid and interest of the alumni are 
of great help to any institution of learning. The 


-faculty must do what it can to encourage 


former students in their support. A college 
president can hardly refuse endowments that 
are thrust upon him, even if they come more 
often to finance a new stadium than to build 
another dormitory. If a ssingle institution 
should decide to reject all such help it would 
merely find itself in a distinguished but soli- 
tary.class. There may be more to the charge 
against West Virginia than appears on the 
surface, but those who condemn it for alumni 
proselyting should make certain that their 
own skirts are clean.

Two major pleces of legislation, flood 
control in the Senate and the annual 
Navy Department supply bill in the 
House, will command a large share of 
congressional attention during the next 
six days. 

The $335,000,000 Jones flood bill will 
come before the Senate immeritately 
upon disposition of the Norbeck measure 
proposing establishment of permanent 
wild bird refuge areas to make more 
effective the wild bird protection treaty 
with Great Britain. Leaders hope to 
have the latter out of the way in a day 
or two. 

Consideration of the Jones bill will 
mark the first time that legislation for 
control of the turbulent Mississipp! 
River has reached the floor of either 
house and it is certain that many 
stormy verbal battles will be fought 
before any final action is taken. 

A group of Democratic senators will 
seek a broadening of the measure’s 
scope to include tributary flood control, 
and elimination of the principle of 
local contribution. 

In the House the Navy appropriation 
bill will follow, with but one day in- 
termission, the approval by that body 
last week of the $274,000,000 new war- 
ship construction program which now 
goes to the Senate naval committee for 
consideration.

STEEL TRADE IS MAKING 
BRISK UPWARD STRIDES 


Motor Industry at Compara- 
tively High Level—Lumber 


Market Is Active. 


New York, March 19 (A.P.).—At the 
@pproach of spring, Amer‘can business 
again displayed signs of general ex- 
pansion, although the trend was much 
Jess pronounced in some lines than in 
Others. Considerable relief appeared, 
however, from the spotty condition 
which had been reported in various 
weeks of the near past. 

The upward trend of railway freight 
loadings was one of the most favorable 
signs. With the exception of coal ship- 
ments, which at this time in 1927 were 
mear their peak, the movement of 
zevenue freight has accelerated sharply 
lending new inspiration to the belief, 
held earlier in the year, that 1928 will 
prove a progressive period in industry. 

The steel trade, which earlier showed 
symptoms of sagging from its line of 
rapid development, again made strides. 
Early February saw a-falling off in buy- 
ing and led to predictions that the end- 
of-the-month report of unfilled orders 
would reveal a decrease. The figure, 
however, was about 120,000 tons above 
that of the close of January, due to a 
new spurt of orders in the final weeks 
of last month, 


Auto Trade Holds Its Own. 


The automotive trade continued to 
hold its comparative high level of pro- 
duction and demand. Employment in 
Detroit, considered a reliable barometer 
of progress in the motor industry, again 
increased during the week, and made a 
gain over the corresponding time of last 
year, when one of the leading manufac- 
turers was virtually out of the market. 

Among the branches making especial- 
ly long steps forward was lumber. 
American railroads have been active in 
this market, and there has been notice- 
able buying for shipment to Australia. 

The week was rather quiet in tex- 
tiles, although there were few, if any, 
indications of slipping backward. There 
was some shading of quotations for 
some varieties of cotton goods, but 
recessions were not general. Woolens 
and worsteds failed to make much 
progress. 


Balance of Trade Narrower. 


The so-called balance of trade be- 
tween exports and imports was some- 
what narrower in February than in the 
first month, outgoing merchandise ex- 
ceeding imports by no more than 
$20,000,000, compared with an excess 
of $73,000,000 in January. 

Although the stock market was en- 
gaged in one of the most active weeks 
in its history, it did not serve, neces- 
sarily, as a barometer of general busi- 
ness. Commercial expansion has not 
been rapid enough to account for the 
remarkable boom in some stocks. The 
operations of powerful pools against a 
crowded short interest had far’ more 
to do with the “bulf market” than any 
real or fancied developmet in the 
business situation. 

The money market 
change despite a renewed outward 
movement of gold. Time loan and 
commercial paper rates were virtually 
unchanged, and there was no violence 
in the movement of call money quo- 
tations. 


Bank Clearings Fall Of. 


Bank clearings in the principal finan- 
cial centers fell off slightly from the 
week before, as well as from the corre- 
sponding riod of last year. 

Comparatively few changes took place 
in commodity prices. Corn, oats and 
sugar were among those which moved 
upward, against softening in barley, 
coffee and tin and a further weakening 
in rubber prices.

BROKERS MAINTAIN WALL 
STREET GREDIT BY LOANS 


$200,000,000 Is Placed in 
Street by Private Investors, 
Reserve Bulletin Says. 


INDUSTRY SHOWS GAIN 


(Associated Press.) 

Private investors and industrial cor- 
porations have come to the ald of Wall 
street during the recent tremendous 
stock exchange activity for the purpose 
of maintaining the supply of call 
money to carry speculation in stocks 


and bonds, the Federal Reserve Bank 
bulletin pointed out yesterday in its 
regular monthly review. 

The volume of credit drawn into the 
stock market operations was treated by 
the bulletin as the most prominent 
phenomenon ef current finance and 
economics. The total of such call loans 
now was fixed at about $4,000,000,000. 
Growth in the sum occurred even 
though banks have been withdrawing 
resources from the field. 

“The credit situation during recent 
weeks has been characterized by the re- 
lease from the securities market of a 
large volume of bank credit,”’ the bulle- 
tin, which represent reserve board 
views, declared. “Reductions of loans 
obtained by brokers and dealers in 
securities from the banks amounts dur- 
ing the last two months to about $300,- 
000,000. The larger part of the decline, 
however, was due to the addition of 
about 200,000,000 to the funds placed 
in the street by lenders other than 
banks. 

“Such loans are placed in the market 
by investors and investment agencies, 
by corporations having surplus cash, 
by foreign banking agencies and by 
others; these loans represent tempor- 
arily idle funds whose owners wish to 
employ them on the street rather than 
keep them in banks or invest them in 
securities. At the present time, brokers’ 
loans by others than banks represent 
more than one-fourth the total of these 
loans. The total increase during the 
year in the supply of funds from this 
class of lenders has been close to $500,- 
000,000,”" adding that this has conse- 
quently been “an influence toward 
easier conditions in the money market.’ 
In industry, the bulletin reported, in- 
crease in production had characterized 
the opening months of the year, though 
some declines in trade and commodity 
Prices were noted.

FARMERS’ MARKET BILL 
COMING UP FOR ACTION 


Workmen’s Compensation 
Proposal Also on Schedule; 
Pay Raise Hearing. 


An investigation centering around 
the District Commissioners will prob- 
ably be launched by the Gibson sub- 


committee of the House District com- | 


mittee when it meets this morning. 
The subcommittee will attempt to de- 
termine why the Commissioners have 
failed to make certain changes in the 
District Government which were rec- 
ommended by the Bureau of Efficiency 

Other matters of importance to the 
District of Columbia, which will be 
considered by Congress this week, are 


location of the farmers’ produce mar- 
ket, the question of how much the 
Federal Government should contribute 
toward the expenses of the municipal 
government and the bill providing for 
increased salaries for employes of the 
Federal Government. 

The Senate District committee wil: 
begin hearings tomorrow afternoon at 
2 o’clock on the Stalker farmers’ pro- 
duce market bill. This measure, which 
already has passed the House, au- 
thorizes $300,000 for the purchase of a 
Site for the farmers’ market. The mar- 
ket must be moved to make way for 
the new Internal Revenue Building. 


Fiscal Relations Hearing. 


The House District committee will 
hold its regular meeting Wednesday 
morning. Only minor bills are to come 
before it. 

Two important hearings are to be 
held Thursday morning. 

On that day the Beers subcommittee 
of the House District committee will 
continue hearings on the Zihlman fiscal 
relations bill. This bill would create a 
commission to study the fiscal relations 
between the Federal Government and 
the District government and to formu- 
late a new fiscal policy. 

At the same time there will be a 
joint hearing on the question of work- 
men’s compensation. Three bills will 
be considered at this last hearing. 

The Underhill-Bruce bill would place 
the administration of the law under 
District insurance authorities and give 
the employer the right to place insur- 
ance with private companies or ar- 
range for self-insurance. 


Appropriations Before Senate. 


The Capper4Fitzgerald bill, which has 
been indorsed by organize’ labor, would 
place the administration under the 
United States employes compensation 
commission, which would be authorized 
to set up a fund with an initial ap- 
propriation from the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The third measure on this mat- 
ter is a bill introduced the othed day 
by Senator Blaine (Republican), of 
Wisconsin. 

This measure represents a compro- 
mise between the Capper-Fitzgerald 
bill and the Bruce-Underhill bill. 

The District subcommittee of the 
Senate appropriations committee is ex- 
pected to report out the District ap- 
propriation bill for the fiscal year of 
1929 toward the end of the week. 

The House civil service committce 
this morning will begin hearings on 
the Welch bill, providing an increase 
of from $300 to $400 for all Federal 
employes excepting those in the postal 
service. 


California Held

STAPLES FACING TRINL 
ON SEVEN AFFIDAVITS 


Accused Policeman, Friend of 
Blanton, Expects Latter 
to Defend Him. 


DENIES ASSAILING HESSE 


A blanket charge of conduct unbe- 
coming an officer and actions prejudi- 
cial to the police department will be 
placed against Policeman Orville 
Staples in the corporation counsel's 
Office this morning by Harry N. Luck- 
ett, chief clerk of the department, po- 
lice officials made known last night. 

The charges, caid to be based on 
seven affidavits made by residents of 


the Third Precinct, in which lay 
Staples’ beat, will be heard before the 
Police Trial Board. Staples was sus- 
pended from duty at 3 o'clock Satur- 
day afternoon, on his return to work 
from five weeks’ sick leave. 

Staples said last night that no reason 
was given for his suspension when Capt. 
Ira Sheetz notified him of the order 
from police headquarters. He declared 
however, that he had been “framed,” 
and that he had known for some time 
the police department “was out to get 
him.” 

The suspended policeman said a man 
had been assigned to investigete him 
the day after he was summoned by 
Representative Blanton to appear De2- 
fore the Gibson subcommittee, which 
was probing charges of liquor drink- 
ing against Maj. Eiwin B. Hesse. It 
was rumored throughout the depart- 
ment, Staples said, that he had fur- 
nished Blanton with information lead- 
ing to the charges against his chief. 
Staples declared that Blanton wl! 
defend him when his case comes be- 
fore the Police Trial Board. Asked if 
he had Blanton’s promise to this eff<c., 
Staples said he had communicated by 
telephone with the representative from 
Texas within 20 minutes after his 6: 8- 


. pension. 


“He’s a good friend of mine,” the 
policeman said. “He got me my job 
I know he'll stand behind me, be ause 
he promised to look out for any of the 
men who were summoned up there.” 
The charges to be placed against 
Staples this morning at the corpora- 
tion counsel’s office are the outgrowth 
of an investigation which followed re- 
ceipt of an anonymous letter, contain- 
ing information against the policeman 
Superintendent of Police Hesse and In- 
spector of Police Henry Pratt said yes- 
terday. 

The letter was received February 8, 
and Inspector Louis Stoll was assigned 
immediately to inquire into the in- 
formation it contained. In the course 
of the investigation Stoll obtained the 
seven affidavits on which the charges 
against Staples are based, Maj. Hesse 
said.

money. 

Miss McNally stated that the federa- 
tion is anxious to have a large num- 
ber of Government employes attend 
the hearings of the civil service com- 
mittee which start today, and that she 
thought as many as could arrange leave | 
would be present.

In the depiction of roles steeped in 
stark tragedy, or a particularly mysti- 
fying quality of e:oticlsm—or both- - 
there is no one on the screen able to 
give a better account of herself than 
Jetta Goudal. She seems as conspicu- 
ously an’ as generously endowed for 
the engrossing delineation of these 
harassing figures of the silent drama 
as Nazimova, for example, is to do 
convincing justice to the heroines of 
Ibsen's somber pessimisms. 

This has been evidenced time and 
time again in such pictures as “Three 
Faces East,” “White Gold” and others 
of like content, and this week once 
more is being conclusively demonstrated 
by her performance of the title role of 
“The Forbidden Woman,” at the Fox 
Theater. 

“The Forbidden Woman” is a photo- 
dramatic study of intrigue and love 
that ori,inate in Morocco, move to 
Paris and finally revert to the desert 
for another manifestation of the 
cinema’s recently acquired penchant 
for unhappy ending. Miss Goudal is 
cast as an Arabian spy, delegated by 
her grandfather, chief of the tribe, to 
bring havoc to the garrison of the 
French by marrying the captain of the 
post and disclosing to his enemies all 
that he may plan of an inimical mill- 
tary nature. This she accomplishes 
adroitly enough, but soon after falls 
in love with her busband’s brother, a 
violin virtuoso, who conceals his blood 
relationship to Pierre Gauthier under 
the fictitious stage name of Jean la 
Coste. 

As a penalty for his apparent perfidy 
when discovered in a compromising 
situation with Mme. Gauthier, La Coste 
is made to do military service he had 
theretofore evaded, and at this same 
desert post i: condemned to death for 
treason actually perpetrated by his 
precious sister-in-law. Rather than see 
this injustice done, she secretly con- 
fesses and herself faces the firing squad. 

Perhaps a drab drama this, wholly 
devoid of comedy or any of the lighter 
reliefs, but extremely well done not 
alone by Miss Goudal, but by Joseph 
Schildkraut and Victor Varconi, the 
brothers, and a competent but un- 
named supporting cast. 

The stage presentations are devoted 
largely to tributes to St. Patrick.

Loud cries from the 
gallery. 

There is meat in the old play yet. 
A handsome cast brings it back to 
life, a cast directed by Clifford Brooke, 
who, during the summer months puts 
the National Theater Players through 
their paces. The list, at random, reads 
like a “Who’s Who” in the theater. 
There are such magnificent names as 
May Robson, who has only a minor 
part; Charles Ray, out of the movies 
and onto the stage, as the son tricked 
into marriage; Violet Heming, the 
beautiful, cast as Mary Turner, and 
she plays it for all it’s worth; Fritz 
Scheff, of grand and comic opera fame, 
star of “Mile. Modiste,” singer of “Kiss 
Me Again,” and now the hard-boiled 
pal of Mary Turner; Robert Warwick, 
the old-line matinee idol—he must 
have been that—as Joe Garson, the 
lovable crook, the man who played 
square to the end; Berton Churchill, 
once essayer of the role of Robert E.

The management of the Belasco The- 
ater, in a worthy effort to lighten the 
rigors of Lent, has seen fit to bring 
back to the city for the fifth (or is it 
fifteenth?) time the comedy success of 
Anne Nichols—-to wit: “Abie’s Irish 
Rose” in the flesh. 

In the entire history of the theater 
in the United States it is highly prob- 
able that no single dramatic effort has 
called down such an amount of in- 
vective upon itself as this same “Abie’s 
Irish Rose’—the word ‘invectus’ Is 
used because the opinion of theatrical 
critics in respect to this piece has been 
of such dimensions. It has been wise- 
cracked and laughed at, by the illumi- 
nati, yet for five long years it packed 
in the rustics at tye Republic Theater 
in New York, and, back again at the 
scene of its dozens of former conquests, 

The plot of the piece has become folk- 
lore: The Hebrew lad and the Irish 
girl—and their love affair and wed- 
ding. The conflict arises when the two 
fathers are confronted with the sad 
facts—and the matter of reconciling 
the parents holds the pivotal position 
in plot unfoldment. A happy reunion 
is effected, of course—and it occurs on 
Christmas Day. And the pyblic is sat- 
isfied. 

A cast of excellence backs up the cur- 
rent production of the Nichols opus 
Herbert Glass, as the very orthodox Sol- 
omon Levy, is the outstanding charac- 
ter of the line-up. George Hurd, as his 
son Abie, is sometimes a trifle weak In 
his portrayal, though in the main all 
that was to be expected. Kathleen Rob- 
inson, the celebrated Rosie, does a nice 
bit; Mark Adams and Mildred Beverly 
give good burlesque impressions. Oswell 
Jackson ts a convincing padre: Jack 
Raffel proves to be Irish and Guy Hit- 
ner, as the rabbi, is as dignified as he is 
excellent.

| LITTLE ‘THEATER | 


In “The Light of Asia,” a film based 
on the life of Gautama Buddha, the 
Little Theater offers true refreshment 
for the weary; weary, that is, of the 
grooved imaginings of Hollywood. “Is 
this just an educational picture, or is ‘t 
a story?’ said a feminine voice at the 
box office Saturday evening, and the 
door closed behind your messenger be- 
fore he heard the reply. Neither has 
he been able to think of a reasonable 
answer. 

A story is certainly told, a plausable 
human tale with emotional and truly 
dramatic elements, but with no forcing 
of excitement. There is the regal splen- 
dor of a bygone India to to gaze upon. 
But if the hesitant purchaser demanded 
that nothing should be added by any 
chance to her education, she did well 
to stay out. Judged as common film 
fiction, the story would be found some- 
what dragging. Its real stimulus, its 
splendid, absorbing interest. lies in the 
authentic rendering by high-caste na- 
tives of a tradition that is sacred to 
s0 many millions and of a thousand 
details that spur the American imagi- 
nation to reach so far away in time and 
place. 

The picture dwells, perhaps too long 
and fondly, on the royal birth and 
breeding of Gautama and on his love 
and marriage of the princess, Gopa. 
His renunciation of worldly pleasure 
and turning to teacher and sage are 
shown but briefly as the spiritual cli- 
max of the narrative. 


The four additional films in the pro- 
gram are all worth while. One is “Sun- 
light,” @ realistic, but somewhat over- 
sentimental picture of a country’house- 
hold, with ZaSu Pitts as a pathetic 
spinster, browbeaten by her nagging 
sister. Another is the first of a series of 
fascinating astronomical sketches pro- 
duced by UFA at the Berlin observatory 
and called “Heavenly Bodies.” An 
amusing novelty, strange though it may 
seem, consists of photographed epitaphs 
from colonial tombstones. The news 
pictures at this theater are always well 
chosen.

They take off for the enemy territory 
and land safely. Price is to return in 
ten days for Christine, but after his 
departure she is captured, tried by 
court-martial and sentenced to dlie. 
Price arrives on the spot and also is 
captured. As Christine is about to 
pay the penalty, the winged legion ap- 
pears and what a climax follows! Gary 
Cooper and Fay Wray are the featured 
heads of an admirable cast.

RIALTO 


Lya di Putti, whose name conjures 
up immediately scenes of passionate 
expression backgrounded on a tempest 
of tempermental personality, is seen at 
the Rialto this week in a sugar-coated 
comedy of World War days.
